The anti-strike provision would 


relieve an employer from all con- 
tirti-t liability of the union struck 
in violation i.f a no-strike con- 
tract. 
H also would make the 


union liable for civil damages and 
would deprive the union of its col- 
lective bargaining status for one 
year. 


The committee also voted 
to 


repeal a section of the Smith- 
Connally act under which organ- 
ised labor has been conducting 
government-supervised strike bal- 
lots. 


Another section of the Smith- 


Connally act also got the commit- 
tee's disapproval. 
It struck out 


a provision under which the gov- 
ernment could seize federally own- 
ed plants in which workers strike. 


The government, however, may 


still have the right to seize plants 
under wartime powers given the 
president. 


The legislation may not reach 


the house for several weeks, and 
is expected to be the center of a 
bitter battle. 


One committee member assail- 


ed it as "the most vicious anti- 
labor legislation ever reported by 
the committee." 


In addition to seeking to penal- 


ize striking unions, the commit- 
tee also strengthened a previous 
provision ot the Smith-Connally 
act prohibiting unions from con- 
trlbuting to primary or general 
elections for president, vice prest« 
dent or members of congress. 


Any union making such a con- 


tribution, or 
making 
political 


assessments against it'll members, 
would face a fine of $5,000, and 
any Union'officfer permitting such 
a violation could be Imprisoned for 
one year and fined $1,000.

President Roosevelt caused the Re- 
construction Finance Corp. to buy 
a 750-acre estate complete with a 
mansion and other baronial build- 
ings and equipment, adjoining his 
own estate at Hyde Park, for $150.- 
000 in 1912. The ostensible purpose 
of this purchase with public money 
was to obtain for the department 
of agriculture a tract of land an<! 
cultivated trees for public use as a 
forestry and agriculture demon- 
stration project. 
There was no 


need of such facilities in the stare 
of New York. According to a fa- 
vorite boast of the late president, 
reforestation had been developed 
during his terms as governor to 
such a degree that New York was 
a leader among the states in this 
respect. 


The property in 
question, 
the 


Archibald Rogers estate, has never 
been delivered to the Department 
of Agriculture. 
Instead 
it 
was 


used as a camp and barracks and 
training ground for a presidential 
household garrison designated as 
the 240th military police battalion 
i /.one of interior), (special) as- 
ignod to guard the president on 
us occasional visits to his own 
state, and at all times, of course. 
o guard his property. This unit 
vas carefully selected. It had 17 
fficers and 367 men under com- 
nand of a major. An army officer, 
.vho. naturally, prefers not to be 
lentified, discussing the battalion, 
las said that $100 a month would 
>e a fair estimate of the per capi- 
,a pay and allowances of the gar- 
•ison. At lull strength that would 
nave boon $38,400 a month for this 
cost alone.

American Navy's first and chief 
headquarters ship. 


She was known ax "the admir- 


als' go-cart," for she carried more 
high-ranking1 "brass" than 
any 


seagoing- craft of this war. 
She 


brought them all back alive, too. 


This $5,000,000 military dream 


ship, stuffed with costly com- 
munications equipment, was the 
targ-et 
of 
repeated 
submarine, 


glider bomb and Kamikaze at- 
tacks. In several operations she 
was the number one target for 
sky and sea raiders. 
But she 


came through the entire war with- 
out losing- a man. 


Yet, despite her record, she re- 


mains comparatively unknown to 
the general 
public because she 


wasn't a "combat vessel" in the 
same sense as a battleship or a 
cruiser. Her role was even more 
important. 
Off Sicily, Salerno, 


Italy, Normandy and Okinawa she 
was the command vessel, true 
"brain center" for vast and deli- 
cate amphibious operations. Shel- 
tered by her thin and vulnerable 
sides, Navy and Army leaders di- 
rected landings 
of hundreds of 


thousands of tioops on hostile 
shores—shore that had to be won 
to win the war. 


Among her star boarders have 


been King George VI: Generals 
Omar Bradley. George Ration and 
Mark Clark; Field Marshal Mont- 
gomery; the late Secretary of 
Navy Knox. and such naval digni- 
taries as Sir Bruce Fraser, com- 
mander of the British Pacific fleet, 
and U. S. Vice-Admiral H. K. 
Hewitt and Daniel Barbey. 
She 


also has been second home to 
scores of war correspondents who 
learned that every Ancon voyage 
yielded front pa#e news.

brass bands waiting to welcome
